west o f here and has raised, so it is 
alleged by Mr. Green, a cheek fo r 
fo urteen do llars, 
signed by him, to 
twenty -fo ur do llars. 
At present the 
Grand ho tel o wners are ho lding the 
bag, while Bliss & Co wing, who cash­ 
ed the twenty -fo ur do llar check, be­ 
liev e that they can co mpel Green to 
pay the full amo unt as there is no t 
much ev idence that the paper has 
been ftampered 
with, 
acco rding to 
their assertio n. 
Barlo w was in the to ils last Satur­ 
day , but he was released by the auth­ 
o rities, when it was fo und that there 
was no affidav it against him. 
When 
he was turned lo o se, he to ld Sheriff 
Bebo nt « that he intended to leav e fo r 
the State o f Massachusetts at o nce. 
Since that (time lo cal peo ple hav e no t 
seen Barlo w, and it seems v ery likely 
that the Grand ho tel pro prieto rs will 
stand a lo ss o f ten 
do llars, 
while 
Summie 
Greeir will 
stand a lo ss 
o n the check, which acco rding to his 
sto ry , was raised ten do llars. 
The tro uble started last Saturday 
so the sto ry ’ go es, when Barlo w went 
to Green’s ho use and demanded that 
he pay him fo r certain wo rk which he 
had do ne o n Green’s farm. It is al­ 
leged that Green said he o wed Bar- 
lo w no thing. 
The argument became 
warmer and the epiteths were liv ing 
so thick and fast fo r a time that an 
enco unterer fo llo wed. 
Peo ple in the 
Green neighbo rho o d declare that Bar- 
lo w gav e Green a thrashing and then 
wro te o ut a check fo r the amo unt he 
said was due him and co mpelled him 
to sign it. 
Green declares that the 
check was fo r o nly fo urteen do llars, 
and asserts that Barlo w raised it to 
twenty -fo ur do llars befo re he cach­ 
ed it a't the Bliss & Co wing sto re. Tt 
was said in the sto re this mo rning 
that the wo rds 
twenty -fo ur 
were 
written o ut v ery plainly o n the check 
and did no t lo o k like they had been 
« tampered with. 
During the fistic enco unter, Will 
Mahan o f the Green neighbo rho o d 
telepho ned Sheriff Bebo nt to co me at 
^o nee. 
The sheriff fo und Barlo w and 
arrested him. but later released him, 
because Green wo uld no t file an affi­ 
dav it against his fo rmer emplo y e, the 
sheriff hav ing no charge o n which he 
co uld ho ld Barlo w. 
It seems 
that the 
alleged check 
fo rging and tampering with checks 
fens been do ne since last Saturday , 
when the tro uble is purpo rted to hav e 
o ccurred.

It was asserted in the co urt ho use 
to day that Geo rge G. Bennett, who 
was arested here Sunday fo r the al­ 
leged theft o f $529 in 
Charlesto n, 
West Virginia, recently , and who was 
started back last ev ening to answer 
to the charge o f grand larceny , wo uld 
no t escape the penalty o f the law so 
easily as is generally believ ed. It was 
said 'that the charge o f felo ny is a 
v ery serio us o ne and that the co urt, 
if it is in any way similar to the Indi­ 
ana co urts, will demand an ex plana­ 
tio n why it was necessary to go to 
the tro uble to make o ut requisitio n 
papers to ret uni the priso ner and 
then dismiss the charge. 
It is generally understo o d that the 
case was co mpro mised, which atto r­ 
ney s alway s co nsider a direct slap 
in the face o f a co urt. 
They argue 
that a criminal co urt is no t fo r the 
settlement o f financial difficulties but 
fo r the punishment o f men who wil­ 
fully diso bey 'the criminal laws. 
It is generally understo o d here that 
Stewart Trader, o ne o f the men who 
was here y esterday and who seemed 
to be mo st v itally interested in the 
case, agreed no t to appear against 
Bennett if the mo ney was all refund­ 
ed. It has been ascertained 'that ar­ 
rangements were made y esterday fo r 
Bennett to pay Trader that part o f 
the $529 which he had spent and that 
ev ery thing^wo uld be well after he had 
giv en back that part which he had 
no t spent. 
The rumo rs as to the manner in 
which Bennett came by the mo ney 
hav e been numero us. It is kno wn that 
Trader to ld certain men here y ester­ 
day that he was o perating a gambling 
machine and had stepped acro ss the 
ro o m to get mo re mo ney . 
It is said 
that Trader dro pped the bills o n the 
flo o r and that Bennett picked them 
up and made a hasty ex it. 
Other 
sito ries hav e been to ld as to the way 
in which he go t the $529 , but no ne 
o f them are kno wn to be the abso lute 
facts in the case.

The bank is the oldest financial in­ 
stitu tion in Ru sh cou nty , 
The bank 
is approaching its forty -six th anni­ 
v ersary on the time of Us change in­ 
to the new home, for on Febru ary 22 
of this y ear it will hav e been a nat­ 
ional bank for forty -six y ears. 
Old records hav e been fou nd which 
prov e to a flight 
degree 
that the 
financial 
institu tion of 
which the 
present bank is an ou tgrowth, was 
first originated back near 18 40. An 
old parchment, y ellow with age, was 
fou nd in the second story of the old 
bank bu ilding, which contained names 
of persons who su bscribed for stock 
in the branch bank of The Bank of 
Indiana, to be located in Ru sh cou n­ 
ty . 
The parchment is dated May , 
18 39 . 
The list of stock su bscribers 
contains many names of prominent 
pioneers in this section of the State, 
all of whom are now dead. The name 
of Caleb B. Smith is fou nd there. He

became one of the greatest men Indi­ 
ana ev er sent forth into the world, 
haring been elected to the national 
hou se of representativ es, later to the 
senate and after that appointed to a 
position in ‘the President’s cabinet. 
The parchment shows that more than 
enou gh stock was su bscribed for to 
start the branch of the Indiana State 
bank bu t no record can be fou nd of 
where the institu tion was ev er fou nd­ 
ed or did bu siness. 
Records hav e been fou nd, howev er, 
which show that a branch bank of 
the State bank of Indiana, began do­ 
ing bu siness here in 18 57 , which was 
the first financial institu tion in the 
cou nty . It was organized with George 
Hibben as president, and William C. 
Rey nolds as cashier. 
It continu ed 
in bu siness u ntil Ju ly 17 , 18 6 7 , when 
it was reorganized and changed into 
the Ru shv ille National bank with a 
capital of $100,000. 
George 
C. 
Clark was president at that time and 
continu ed in that capacity u ntil his 
death, Nov ember 18 , 
19 00. 
Joseph 
Oglesby was cashier of the reorgan­ 
ized bank u ntil 18 7 0, when he was 
su cceeded by the late Edwin Pay ne, 
who filled that position for twenty - 
sev en y ears, retiring in 18 9 7 . Theo­ 
dore Abercrombie was chosen presi­ 
dent at the death of Mr. Clark and 
still holds that position. 
John B. 
Reev e 
su cceeded 
Mr. 
Pay ne as 
cashier, and held that position u ntil a 
few y ears ago, when Albert Winship 
su cceeded him.
